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MILLIONS of television viewers will be 
shown the day-to-day workings of a 
Harlow secondary school when it fea¬ 
tures in a groundbreaking documentary 
starting tonight (Thursday) 

Pupils and teachers from the former 
Passmores School in Tendring Road are the 
stars of Channel 4’s fly-on-the-wall reality 
series Educating Essex. 

More than 60 cameras were positioned 
around the school to capture every aspect of 
life in a modern comprehensive. 

Billed as a raw insight into the challenges 
faced by a school, the series tackles issues 
dealt with by today’s staff and pupils as it fol¬ 
lows a group of GCSE students during the 
most important year of their education. 

Head teacher Vic Goddard, pictured below, 
told the Star: “Many thought we were mad to 
allow cameras into the school but I feel pas¬ 
sionately that parents and the public at large - 
many of whom haven’t set foot in a school for 
decades - should see what really goes on and 
how much schooling has changed. 

“At Passmores we aim to inspire every 
child to achieve the best that they can. I think 
the series reflects that - as 
well as the inevitable 
challenges of teaching 
900 energetic young¬ 
sters!” 

The school, which re¬ 
opened this term as an 
Academy in a new multi¬ 
million pound complex i

Why I allowed television cameras into my school

TELLING someone you have just met at a dinner 
party that you are a headteacher is the 
beginning of a long conversation about what 
teachers were like in their day and what schools 
are like now; almost without exception focussing 
on the negatives and how appalling young 
people are today. 

Taking part in the series was a chance to give a 
true insight into a normal school in the 21st 
century. 

Passmores is a comprehensive school that 
strives every day to serve the community of 
Harlow. We don't hand pick which students come 
through the door but do everything in our power 
to ensure that no-one leaves without having the 
qualifications and experiences to become good 
citizens. 

I'm very proud to say the school has just been 
awarded Academy status and is rated 
'outstanding' by Ofsted. This year's GCSE results 
are the fifth year running we have beaten our 
local authority targets, with 84 per cent of 
students gaining five or more A*-C grades and 
50 per cent A*-C grades including English and 
maths. 

The question that I have been asked more than 
any others by other headteachers is why did we 


say yes to having 60-plus cameras installed all 
over the school. The easiest answer is that we 
are proud of the work we do with both the 98 
per cent of perfectly behaved young people and 
the two per cent that find it more difficult to 
exist within the rules of our school and often 
wider society. 

We love serving the community of Harlow and 
that includes all the highs and lows of dealing 
with 900+ 11-16-year-olds. 

Of course we take our responsibilities to our 
students very seriously and we have been very 
careful to ensure that pupils, staff and parents 
were kept informed at all stages about the 
filming and their consent to feature in the series 
was sought. We've also been given the chance to 
see the finished programmes to check they are 
accurate and fair. I'm pleased to say I'm very 
happy with the results. 

I am sure some people will watch the series and 
view the approach that we take as being too 
liberal and criticise us. There will be people in 
the media and public alike that will be shouting 
at the TV screen 'just kick them out'. As far as 
we are concerned that is the easy way out; if we 
just permanently excluded students when the 
going got tough, who is going to help redirect 
these young people to avoid them becoming the 
under belly of our society in the future? 

Being a headteacher is about moral purpose and 
ensuring that I can look myself in the eye in the 


morning when I do up my tie knowing that we 
have done all we can to ensure that every 
student has a future that can contribute to 
society positively. 

I hope people remember that while the senior 
leadership team and the mentors around the 
school are dealing with a difficult situation, the 
rest of the school are in lessons being taught by 
professionals who are determined to help 
students to be successful. 

One of the most remarkable parts of the filming 
was how quickly we forgot that the cameras 
were there. The journey home at the end of the 
day became a process of dissecting everything 
you did during the day and trying to imagine 
how that would look to everyone at home. 

I hope viewers will take away the opinion that 
Passmores is a school where passionate and 
caring professionals go above and beyond what 
they are paid for to care for the young people 
we are entrusted to look after. Parents want to 
know that someone is looking after their child 
and caring for them every minute of the day. I 
know that our school does that and I hope that 
is obvious. 

We have all heard the saying 'school days are 
the best of your life' but how many 16-year-olds 
actually believe that? I hope when viewers get 
to see the emotional goodbyes from our Year 11 
students they will see just how much their 
school meant to them.

Licence clears way for 
more themed markets 

SHOPPERS can look forward to more themed 
markets in Harlow as the council prepares to cut 
down on red tape and introduce a simplified no¬ 
fuss licence for traders.

Cafe fined over 
bug infestation

THE manager of a Harlow cafe has 
been fined after environmental health 
officers discovered hundreds of cock¬ 
roaches in his kitchen. 

Tayfun Salih, operator of Little Piggy’s 
Pantry at Pinnacles, pleaded guilty at 
Harlow Magistrates Couirt to two offences 
of food safety legislation after being prose¬ 
cuted by Harlow Council for cockroach 
infestation and lack of a food safety man¬ 
agement. 

He was fined £1,000 and ordered to pay 
£1,000 costs. 

The court was told that environmental 
health officers visited the cafe on September 
30 last year after receiving a complaint 
about the premises. 

The visit uncovered an extensive cock¬ 
roach infestation throughout the kitchen and 
storage rooms, with the insects and their

excrement found on food preparation sur¬ 
faces, in takeaway bags, in the microwave 
and inside fridges. 

Food and equipment were found to be 
inadequately protected against the risk of 
contamination, the premises were dirty and 
there were no disinfectants. 

It was also established that there was no 
food safety management system in place. 


At the request of the environmental health 
officers, Mr Salih agreed to close the cafe 
immediately and it remained shut for two 
weeks until the immediate risk to health was 
removed, the court heard. 

Councillor Tony Hall, the authority’s 
portfolio holder for the environment, said the 
case highlighted the council’s commitment 
to ensuring environmental health rules were 
upheld across the town. 

“People in Harlow have the right to expect 
food to be prepared in hygienic conditions 
when they visit a cafe or restaurant,” he said. 

“In this case there was an appalling 
lapse in standards at this cafe which required 
immediate action. 

“Environmental health rules are there to 
protect the public when they go out to eat, 
and we will take strong action to ensure 
those regulations are respected.”

Car involved in crash that left 
two dead had deflated tyres 


A POPULAR sportswoman 
was killed when a car with 
two flat tyres spun out of 
control and collided with her 
vehicle, an inquest heard this 
week. 

The accident happened as 
Harlow Ladies Hockey Club 
goalkeeper Nicola Newland, 
of Rivermill, was travelling 
back from a game on 
October 17, 2009. 

The crash also claimed the 
life of 30-year-old Robert 
Gallagher, from Hoddesdon. 

The inquest was told that 
Mr Gallagher, the joint 
owner of the TR Racing 
garage in Pinnacles, was in 
the passenger’s seat of a cus¬ 
tomer’s Nissan Skyline R34 
GTR, which was being test- 
driven by workmate Haral- 
ambos Pelentides. 

The car was later found to 
have no air pressure in both 
rear “run flat” tyres. 

Mr Pelentides, who sur¬ 
vived the horror smash 
despite sustaining serious 
injuries, told the hearing at 


Chelmsford the road was 
clear when he decided to 
overtake another car at 
around 55mph. 

He said the Skyline’s back 
end then “kicked out” before 
the car careered into a Vaux- 
hall Corsa being driven by 
Mrs Newland (38). 

He continued: “Once the 
car veered out of control we 
were facing the wrong way 
and then collided with a bol¬ 
lard. I didn’t see the other car 
until the impact.” 

Mrs Newland’s sister, 
Sarah Ibbott, said her sister 
had been talking to her on a 
hands-free mobile phone 
when the crash happened. 

“She said she was going 
home to have a shower and 
wait for her husband to get 
home. Then I heard Nikki 
shout an expletive, a scream 
and a massive bang and then 
the phone went dead,” she 
told the court. 

Mrs Newland was taken 
by air ambulance to the 
Royal Whitechapel Hospital 


in London but died from her 
injuries. 

Although Mr Pelentides 
was initially arrested by 
Essex Police on suspicion of 
dangerous driving, the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
dropped the case against 
him. 

Chief Inspector Richard 
Phillibrown told the inquest: 
“It was impossible to prove 
beyond all reasonable doubt 
that Mr Pelentides could 
foresee the likelihood of the 
failure of the tyres.” 

The tyres did not appear to 
be deflated and the overtak¬ 
ing manoeuvre was not “ill- 
judged”, the inquest was 
told. 

Essex assistant deputy 
coroner Chinyere Inyama 
recorded two verdicts of 
accidental death, telling the 
families that inquests could 
not determine liability. 

He added: “Accidental 
death is neutral. It doesn’t 
prevent anyone from taking 
action outside this court.”

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Why I support the 
Dale Farm protest 

SIR, I think I was the only Labour 
councillor referred to by Bryan Leach in 
his letter last week (“Show of support for 
lawlessness”, September 15). 

Yes I did go down to Dale Farm to show 
my solidarity with the people who are 
facing eviction after living in their homes 
for 10 years on what was once a former 
scrapyard. 

It is a site on which Basildon Council 
dumped hardcore, the very same council 
that now wants to spend £10m on an 
eviction process that has already spoilt the 
very land it pretends to care for. 

The local community is well established 
and half of it will remain even if the 
evictions go ahead. It also involves some 
103 children who attend local schools. Is it 
right that these youngsters who know 
nothing else but this area will now be 
homeless? 

With all the cuts going on I would have 
thought the authorities would have better 
things to spend money on. The police costs 
alone are a further £7m. At a time when the 
Tories are cutting police numbers this 
cannot be right. 

So, yes, I plead guilty to showing a bit of 
humanity to fellow human beings. Let us 
put our prejudice aside when it involves so 
many children who have known nothing 
else but this as their home and a man in his 
70s just about alive on a steady supply of 
oxygen.

They want to turn us 
into a rural Tory shire 


SIR, So Robert Halfon supports the attempts by the 
Government to turn Harlow from a marginal 
constituency to a rural Tory shire (Star, September 15). 
Now there’s a surprise. 

We will be lumped together with a whole host of villages 
and farms having no community of interest with local 
residents. But no matter as our local MP will be in office 
forever presiding over the steady demise of local 
accountability as the council privatises everything from 
Pets’ Corner to The Playhouse. 

The reasoning is that we have too many MPs, that some 
constituencies are larger than others, we want fair 
representation, we will save money and the Boundary 
Commission is independent. 

Firstly, David Cameron wants to reduce the number of 
MPs which is why (presumably) he has increased the 
number of unelected and unelectable peers by 123 in a 
single year to gerrymander voting in the House of 
Lords. House of Lords reform, like banking reform, is on 
the backburner. The shires will still be represented by 90 
unelected hereditary peers.

There may be a need to save money - the deficit 
reduction programme has been used repeatedly as a 
cover for ideological change as the country is 
“reformed”' backwards. The amount is negligible in 
relation to one of the most important rights we have - 
democratic representation.

Rip-off petrol prices 
are a real threat to 
the British economy 

WHEREVER I go in Harlow the 
number one issue is the cost of 
petrol. Rip-off petrol prices are 
through the roof. 

The Royal Automobile Club has 
proved it. Its figures show that 
average Harlow motorists are getting 
fleeced for £1,700 a year just to fill up 
the family car. This is one tenth of the 
average Harlow salary. 

Yes, it is true that VAT was raised 
across the board to deal with 
Labour’s debt mountain but this is 
because we now pay £120m every 
day in interest alone. That is the 
credit card bill we have to pay. 

The Government has helped a little 
bit. They refused to implement 
Labour’s planned 5p hike in fuel duty 
and cut taxes by 1 p instead. But we 
need to go further. That is why I am 
campaigning hard with FairFuelUK to: 

1) Scrap the 4p fuel duty increases 
which are planned for January and 
August 2012. 

2) Pressure big energy firms to pass 
on cheaper oil to motorists. 

3) Set up a commission to look at 
radical ways of cutting fuel duty (e.g. 
foreign lorries should pay more to 
drive on our roads). 

In the past year I have spoken in 
many debates in Parliament, become 
chairman of the All-Party Group for 
FairFuel, pushed a car up Whitehall in 
protest, presented a letter to 10 
Downing Street and started an e- 
petition for cheaper petrol. 

I don’t know if we will be successful 
or not but we must get this higher up 
the Government’s agenda. 

Fuel prices are hurting our economy. 
Three-quarters of all transport 
company failures are now blamed on 
the high cost of fuel. Five years ago 
when petrol was just 95p a litre, 
university experts said high petrol 
prices were causing unemployment. 
Since then fuel prices have surged to 
135p. There are now 2.5m workers 
unemployed. 

Cutting fuel duty now must be a 
priority, over and above the clamour 
to cut taxes for millionaires. Rip-off 
petrol prices are now so high they 
are a poverty trap, keeping people on 
benefits as jobseekers can’t afford to 
travel and businesses are struggling 
to stay afloat. 

And to those ‘do-gooders’ who say 
we shouldn’t be using cars, I say live 
in the real world. The question is not 
whether can you afford to have a car 
but whether can you afford not to. 
That’s why I urge everyone to sign 
our e-petition at 
http://epetitions.direct. 
gc petitions/347 and to share it 
with their friends on Facebook. 

If we reach 100,000 signatures, this 
will help us to secure a debate in 
Parliament. 

We must have cheaper petrol and 
diesel. Our top priority now must be 
scrapping the 4p fuel duty increases 
that are planned for January and 
August 2012.

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Rape accused cleared of attacking nurse in woodland

A HOMEOWNER is at logger- 
heads with Harlow Council after it 
refused to cut back three over¬ 
grown trees which she claims are 
blocking all the natural light from 
her house. 

Dental nurse Gretchen Wild (33), of 
Ryecroft, Harlow, says she has run up 
huge electricity bills after being forced 
to keep her lights on throughout the day 
to break the gloom in the two-bedroom 
property. 

But despite pleading with the council, 
which is responsible for the upkeep of 
the trees, to send out workmen to cut 
back the dense foliage, she has been told 
she will have to pay for the work herself. 

“In the past the council has always 
come out every 18 months or so to keep 
the trees neat and tidy, but they’ve now 
let them get out of control,” she told the 
Star. 

“I can be inside my house in broad 
daylight and it’s like night time. It’s cost¬ 
ing me a fortune in electricity because I 
have to keep the lights on.” 

The council has also told her she must 
use its nominated contractors to perform 
the work, which could cost Ms Wild 
almost £200. 

“I’ve complained time and time again 
to the council but they’ve just said they 
won’t do it anymore,” she added. 
“They’re telling me that if I wanted to 
get it done myself I’ll have to pay and get 
their permission first. 

“I simply can’t afford it, even though I 
know it’s going to get worse if nothing’s 
done.” 

Councillor Tony Hall, the authority’s 
portfolio holder for the environment, 


said that “unavoidable” budget cuts 
meant trees would now only be cut back 
if they posed a health and safety risk or 
were causing damage to a property. 

“We understand the resident’s con¬ 
cern, but budget savings we had to make 
earlier in the year mean that the council 
now only cuts back trees that are danger¬ 
ous or causing damage to property. 

He added: “If Ms Wild contacts us 
directly we would be happy to put her in 
contact with our nominated contractors 
who can do that work, but we will not be 
able to pay for it.” 


Tenants to reap benefit of 
investment in solar power 


THOUSANDS of council tenants in 
Harlow could soon see their electricity 
bills slashed by up to £190 a year after 
solar panels are installed on their homes. 

The council-backed project, which is 
being funded and carried out by mainte¬ 
nance contractor Kier Harlow, will get 
under way later this month when work 
starts on fitting panels to one ‘pilot’ 
property. 

The first phase of the scheme involv¬ 
ing a total of 1,196 homes is scheduled 
for completion by next March, with two 
further phases of a similar size planned 
for the following year. 

The installation and maintenance 
costs for the panels, which will also be 
fitted to the Latton Bush Centre, Leah 
Manning Centre and Mead Park depot, 
will be met by Kier, with no cost to ten¬ 
ants over the 25-year life of the pro¬ 
gramme. 

Harlow Council will also receive “roof 
rent” by the firm, which will recoup 


its outlay through the Government’s 
Feed-In Tariff scheme. 

Kier Harlow operations director John 
Phillips said: “This is a really exciting 
project and it is the first fully funded 
scheme Kier has worked on. 

“We plan to give each tenant a full 
briefing on the benefits of the solar pan¬ 
els and explain how they can maximise 
their efficiency.” 

Information packs are being sent to 
tenants explaining the benefits of the 
scheme, along with a request to book 
appointments for detailed surveys which 
will ensure properties are suitable. 

Clive Souter, the council’s portfolio 
holder for housing, said: “This project 
means residents get cheaper bills while 
we make big cuts in our carbon footprint. 

“The important thing is that it has no 
cost to our tenants and minimal disrup¬ 
tion as it takes just one day to install pan¬ 
els that will deliver cheap electricity for 
quarter of a century.”

“We had a lot of fun as kids,” she said. “I 
remember we had a baker called Sid who 
would deliver his goods to the houses. 
From time to time he would round all the 
children up in his van and take us to the 
circus! We loved it. 

“I also recall when my best friend Sue 


King’s dad, who is behind me with the 
headband on in the photo, got the first new 
car in the street. It was a black Ford 
Popular and we were all very impressed.” 
Sue added that she has always loved the 
photo of the neighbourhood group. “I 
thought it would be a nice surprise for all 
those still living in the area to see it again 
in the paper,” she said.

over £4k cost 
of civic dinner

FURIOUS Labour councillors will 
boycott next month’s civic dinner for 
the second year running after brand¬ 
ing the event a “waste of taxpayers’ 
money”. 

Harlow Council has spent around £4,000 
on next month’s black tie bash at the Civic 
Centre, which will see up to 90 guests enjoy¬ 
ing a three-course dinner with wine. 

Invitations have been sent to mayors and 
council leaders from neighbouring authori¬ 
ties as well as local dignitaries, Harlow 
councillors and senior council officers. 

But the Labour opposition on Harlow 
Council has decided to boycott the event, 
branding it a “Tory jolly” the authority could 
ill afford in the wake of its recent decision to 
offload seven of the town’s most popular 
services in a bid to slash costs. 

Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson 
said: “There is no way this can be justified in 
the current climate. It’s absolutely disgrace¬ 
ful that that the administration is quite happy 
to splash out £4,000 wining and dining fel¬ 
low Tories while some of the town’s most 
cherished services are being sold off to save 
money. 

“I’m sure they’ll claim that this jolly is a 
way of promoting the town’s interests, but if 
they’re so keen to do that why not use the 
money to put on a town show instead and 
involve residents as well as their Tory 
chums?” 

Fellow Labour councillor Edna Stevens 
added: “Government cuts are biting hard and 
at a time when the council is giving away 
well-loved services such as Pets’ Corner and 
the Museum, Harlow people are going to 
find it hard to understand how so much 
money can be spent on food and wine for 
councillors. 

“The Tory mantra of we are all in this 
together hardly rings true. “ 

But council leader Andrew Johnson said 
the dinner would be paid for out of chairman 
Mike Garnett’s £11,950 annual budget and 
insisted it would help to raise the profile of 
the town. 

“The council has the one of the smallest 
budgets for a chairman in Essex and does 
not have a car and driver like a number of 
other authorities,” said Cllr Johnson. 

“The chairman requires a small budget to 
carry out their civic role, to host events to 


raise funds for charity and to promote 
Harlow. This year the council cut this budg¬ 
et by more than 20 per cent. 

“The civic dinner helps to raise the profile 
of Harlow in Essex, illustrates the pride that 
we have in Harlow and raises much-needed 
funds for, and awareness of, the chairman’s 
charities.” 


Street Pastor patrols helping 
to curb anti-social behaviour 


A CHRISTIAN support group 
offering assistance to late- 
night revellers has helped to 
reduce levels of anti-social 
behaviour in Harlow town 
centre during its first year of 
operation. 

Working in partnership 
with police, the Street Pastors 
team provided practical help 
and advice to the hundreds of 
people visiting the town’s bars 
and clubs on Friday and 
Saturday nights.

A FORMER marine is preparing to 
tackle a 26-mile speed march 
wearing full combat uniform to raise 
money for a charity which supports 
former and serving members. 

Dan O’Mahoney (31), who lives in Harlow, 
will be part of a squad of 100 former Royal 
Marines taking part in the annual Commando 
999 Speedmarch marathon over Remembrance 
weekend. 

The event is being organised by the 
Commando 999, dedicated to former Royal 
Marine Commandos who currently serve or 
have served with any of the UK armed forces, 
to raise money for the Royal Marines 
Association. 

Dan, who now works as a civil servant with 
the Home Office, said: “My first serious 
career was as a Royal Marine so I decided to 
go back to my roots this year to help raise 
money for serving and former marines and 
their families.

New shop to meet growing 
demand for recycled goods 



AN environmental charity has 
opened a third shop in 
Harlow to cope with the 
demand for recycled goods. 
The Environmental 
Conservation Co-operative 
(ECCO) collects unwanted 
textiles, electrical items and 
furniture throughout Harlow 
and Epping to sell on. 

The recycling scheme has 
proved so popular it has been 
able to expand to a new store 
at 2 Little Walk. Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon was invited to 
perform the opening 
ceremony on Friday. 
“Shoppers are increasingly 
looking for better value for 


money and that’s exactly what 
they get from us,” said chief 
executive Sean Folan. “We 
provide the best quality items 
at the lowest prices we can, 
“It’s all about reusing and not 
throwing out things that 
someone else can use. In a 
year we have reused over 100 
tonnes of material that would 
otherwise have gone to 
landfill.” 

ECCO are also re-launching 
their kerbside collection 
scheme in conjunction with 
the new shop after taking the 
service over from Harlow 
Council. 

General manager Julie 


Quinlin explained: “We used 
to run the scheme in 
partnership with the council 
but they lost their funding 
recently so we had to take 
over. It is similar to how it 
was before except residents 
will need to apply the ECCO 
stickers that come through the 
door to their bags of goods 
before leaving them out on 
recycling days.” 

Julie added: “We really hope 
that residents will continue to 
support us and are reminding 
everyone that most items - 
whether they are textiles, 
electronic items or batteries - 
can be recycled.” 


HEALTH experts were out and about in 
Harlow last week to raise awareness 
about heart and stroke matters. 

To tie in with the Blood Pressure 
Association's Know Your Numbers 
Week, the East of England Service and 
members of the Essex Cardiac Stroke 
Network spent a day checking blood 
pressure numbers. 

The group also offered advice on 
strokes including the symptoms of a 
transient ischaemic attack (TIA) - a 
brief episode of reduced blood flow to 
the brain which can be an important 
warning sign of future strokes. 

"As an emergency service we are 
often called out to patients who are 
suffering stroke symptoms so we 
wanted to go into communities to 
educate people about it in more 
detail," explained the ambulance 
service's stroke lead Dan Phillips. 

"A TIA is basically a stroke waiting to 
happen so if people address factors 
such as blood pressure, smoking, high 
cholesterol and enjoy a healthy 
lifestyle, the risks can be greatly 
reduced."

The environmentally-friendly machine 
has 18 gears, front and rear 
handbrakes and a 1.6 square metre 
sail. 

It can be ridden on the roads and 
has achieved speeds of up to 40mph. 
Ned, who lives in Suffolk, told 
reporters his idea came to him when 
he was struggling to ride his normal 
bike in high winds. 


“I was cycling and the wind was 
blowing across and it was hindering 
rather than helping me,” he said. 
“I’ve always been interested in 
sailing and I thought it would be fun 
to use wind power on a road. 

“It’s amazing to pedal along with the 
traffic, then stop pedaling, pull in the 
sail slightly and 
then roll gently 
along and get to 
where I want 
to go.”

PEOPLE on Harlow’s housing 
waiting list are to be given the 
opportunity to apply for more 
homes from the council and 
housing association available 
property stock. 

Harlow Council’s housing service 
is switching its choice-based bidding 
cycle to a weekly rotation, which 
means those on the register will be 
able to apply for three properties a 
week rather than three a fortnight as 
at present. 

The aim is to speed up the process 
and reduce the number of ‘void’ 
properties which stand empty when 
tenants move out and new ones move 
in. 

Currently there are around 650

voids a year and the average length of 
time a property stands empty 
between tenancies is 28 days. 

Housing managers are confident 
that speeding up the bidding cycle 
will reduce the number by a mini¬ 
mum of 10 per cent. 

The first weekly bidding cycle will 
start on October 20 and applicants 
will have from Thursday until mid¬ 
night on the following Monday to 
place a bid. 

They will normally hear within 
five working days whether they have 
been successful in their bids. 

Councillor Clive Souter, portfolio 


holder for housing, said: “We are in 
business to get Harlow people on our 
waiting lists the home they want with 
the least possible delay. I hope this 
new weekly bidding cycle will help 
us to do just that. 

“Many of us now use the internet 
to look for a new home and using the 
Harlow Homefinder website - www. 
harlowhomefinder.co.uk - is a cost- 
efficient way for the council to work. 

“In addition, if we can cut down 
the number of days a void property is 
left empty a year that is going to be 
another cash saving.” 

Harlow has 10,000 council proper¬ 
ties and there are currently 4,000 
families on the town’s housing regis¬ 
ter.

TWO brothers go to war against 
each other in Gavin O’Connor’s 
brutal story of redemption and 
self-loathing. 

Bone-crunching skirmishes become a 
vibrant backdrop to the potential 
reconciliation of the estranged siblings, 
one battling for his country and the 
other for his family. 

Warrior puts these two male 
archetypes - the valiant soldier and the 
selfless father — in the fighting ring and 
witnesses the emotional fallout as the 
protagonists deal with their tortured 
pasts in the present day. 

Marine Tommy Conlon (Tom Hardy) 


arrives home unexpectedly after 14 
years of service, surprising his father 
Paddy (Nick Nolte), who has turned to 
religion to help him beat the bottle. 
Tommy asks his old man to train him 
for Sparta, a televised mixed martial 
arts fighting competition with the 
biggest purse in the sport’s history. 
Paddy agrees, desperate to rebuild 
bridges. 

However, the former marine isn’t 
interested in playing happy families 
and Tommy chooses to fight under his 
mother's maiden name of Riordan to 
conceal the connection. 

Meanwhile, Paddy’s other son 
Brendan (Joel Edgerton) is struggling 
to make ends meet as a schoolteacher. 
The bank is threatening to take away 
his home so Brendan secretly fights in 


the backrooms of bars for money, 
keeping it a secret from his wife Tess 
(Jennifer Morrison). 

Once the school learns of Brendan’s 
extra-curricular activities the 
headmaster suspends him and the 
teacher’s entire future rests on winning 
Sparta, putting him on a collision 
course with his hulking sibling. 

Warrior talks tough and flexes its 
muscles impressively in the bruising 
fight sequences, but the script punches 
well below its class. 

Characterisation is featherweight and 
Hardy and Edgerton, who have both 
bulked up for the roles, aren’t given 
the material to deliver knockout 
performances. Nolte bares his soul in 
his few scenes and Morrison is 
similarly short-changed. 


There is a clear narrative bias towards 
one of the brothers, making the bone¬ 
crunching histrionics of the final bouts 
a foregone conclusion before anyone 
has stepped into the ring. 
Consequently, there is no dramatic 
tension and when screenwriters 
O’Connor, Anthony Tambakis and Cliff 
Dorfman do orchestrate one big reveal 
it turns out to be completely 
redundant, having no impact 
whatsoever on the fates of the central 
players. 

The second reveal provides 
unintentional hilarity when the media 
unearths the truth at a critical juncture. 
Running time is excessive - the four 
editors should have thrown in the 
towel at least 20 minutes earlier.

With his great height - he is a 
towering 6ft 7ins - and confident 
handling, he has been a reassuring 
presence between the sticks. 


His ability to pick out crosses 
stifles many opponents’ attacks.

GB ace says Osagie can reach 


CRAIG Winrow believes Harlow’s ace middle- 
distance runner Andrew Osagie can take that 
extra step and make the men’s 800m final at the 
London Olympic Games next year. 

Winrow, who is Osagie’s personal coach and 
ran for Great Britain at the 1996 Olympic 
Games in Atlanta, has observed the steady 
progress of Osagie over the last year. 

Osagie (23), from Northbrooks, has been 
hampered by injuries, but has put in solid per¬ 
formances. 

He gained selection for the Great Britain team 
at the World Championships in Daegu, South 
Korea last month. 

He reached the semi-finals of the 800m at this 
event and narrowly missed out on a spot in the 
final. 

Winrow said: “Providing he gets a full winter

of training behind him and keeps up the 
progress, I am hopeful he can get to the Olympic 
final [next year]. He competed well in the World 
Championships. He did nothing wrong in the 
semi-final - a couple of guys were better than 
him. 

“He has run 1:45.00 this year and it would 
have been nice to have seen him run a 1:44 this 
year. He was in a B race in Italy the other week 
and ran 1:45.3, but could have done 1:44 if he 
had been in the A race.” 

He added: “He’s more than capable of doing 
that and if you do that you are nearing the top 
guys in the world. 

He’s start¬ 
ing to believe he is a world class athlete. He has

He added: “We want to do better than 
that [the play-offs] and win as many 
games as we can.” 

Chapman does not expect easy game 
against Waltham on a difficult pitch at 
Ilford FC, or at Tilbury. 

“Waltham Forest have had a fantastic
